Claims 1-14 are pending for examination.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or suggest a device or method for maintaining the movable 
portion of an actuator at the semi-operation portion without causing the movable portion 
to move to the full actuation position. The combinations of the claimed limitations in the 
independent claims 1 and 3 are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of 
record in the examiner's opinion. 

In addition, the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for claims 11-14 
were indicated in the previous Office Action dated 1 1/09/09.
